missioners were trying to make a. 
straight 11 per cent cut in the esti- 
mates of each department. 
They 


found this impractical, however. It 
could not be applied to the general 
fund and provide for debts taken 
over when Havclock was annexed.

The overdraft in the fire depart- 


ment was a stumbling block to a 
cut there So also is the $10,000 an-

The city council Monday opened 


bids on the annual supplies or coal 
and incandescent lamps for 
the 


water and light department, and a 
large number of 
other articles, 


many of which had never been open 
to bids heretofore. With the excep- 
tion of'three bidders who were 
lower, all the coal dealers quoted a 
price of $1.15 a ton, f. o. b. at the 
mines. The freight rate is $2.31 a 
ton.The bidders on electric lamps also 
were very close on prices, there be- 
ing but few breaks in the offers. 
The State Journal Co. submitted 
the only bid for the contract of 
publishing the city's legal notices.

In the basic program, Superin- 
tendent Lefler has made provision 
for a secretary whose duty would 
be to keep a record of all depart- 
mental activities, including vital 
statistics.

State hail insurance business of 
Nebraska has increased this season 
by 250 per cent compared with 1932 
but is still too small in volume in 
to arouse any great enthusiasm at 
the office of 
State Hail Director 
Herdman, which has the adminis- 
tration of the law in charge. 
The number of policies imtten 
this year, so far reported, is 290, 
but some of these have since been 
cancelled because farmers refused 
to give thier notes for the prem- 
iums. A year ago only 79 policies 
were issued for the whole season. 
August 15 is the last date allowed 
for applications to be filed, and no- 
body ever waits until then, since by 
doing so he would be insured for 
only the tail end of the season, or 
up to September 15. 
There have been 18 loss claims 
filed, 12 of which have be-n ad- 
justed for a total of $2,296, and the 
othre 6 are not yet disposed of.

LINCOLN THROUGH 


OTHER EYES. 


A 


MONG recent visitors to Lincoln was Mr. J. S. 
Woodson. the editor of the Sioux City Journal. 


His impressions of the Nebraska capital are con- 
tained in 
the 
following, 
which appeared in his 


column: 


An employer once said to a man who was leav- 


ing him to take up his work and residence in De- 
troit: "You are going to the most beautiful city 
in America to live." Detroit was then n. preat 
city of more than 1,000.000 population, a beehive 
of industry, an expansive area of residential dis- 
tricts in which architecture had 
strongly ex- 
pressed itself, a thriving community in which 
trade flourished and hundreds of thousands of 
workers enjoyed a rare prosperity. 


At that time neither the employer nor his em- 


ploye had been in Lincoln, the capital of Ne- 
braska. Since then the one has discovered that 
the man who was so enraptured with Detroit was 
in error. For he counted Lincoln in many re- 
spects the most attractive, beautiful city he had 
seen from 
San Francisco to Washington and 
Philadelphia and from Detroit and Chicago far 
southward. 
There are many good reasons for Lincoln's 
charm. First, it is the capital of a wealthy state 
in which there is an abundance of civic pride. 
This provides it with many state 
institutions. 
Second, it is the site of the University of Nebras- 
ka, one of the foremost educational institutions 
of the entire country. Third, its population has 
the highest percentage of native born residents. 
Fourth, it also has the highest percentage of 
owned homes. Fifth, it has a civic pride that 
may be unmatched anywhere in the country and 
that certainly cannot be surpassed. 


The Nebraska capitol building cost $10,000,000. 
Nebraskans say with pride "and the last dollar 
of it has been paid." It is classed with the Em- 
1 pire State building in New York and the Lincoln 
Memorial building in Washington, D. C., for ar- 
chitectural beauty of the 
modern 
type, 
these 
three being the foremost in the world at this- 
time. The University of Nebraska campus is in 
keeping with the rest of Lincoln's beauty and 
charm. Building after building and 
landscape 


after landscape create a vista long to be remem- 
bered and cherished. 
But all this is only a part of the real Lincoln. 
From the top of the capitol building Lincoln 
suggests a forest rather than a city. Here and 
there one may have a glimpse of a home or an 
institution, the streets and avenues threading 
their way through it all in a symmetrical plan. 
And street after street in the residence sections, 
of which there are many, will be found lined with 
attractive homes, some modest and some preten- 
tious, but all with a setting that is beautiful. 
Shrubbery is plentiful. Landscape gardening is a 
specialty in Lincoln that everybody seems to have 
and enjoy. Close clipped lawns, trimmed hedges, 
flower gardens, graceful fountains and 
public 
parks with trees in abundance—that is Lincoln, 
a little city of some 80.000 built on a Nebraska 
plain but rival for beauty and charm of any in 
the land.

IOUX CITY possesses a packing industry of con- 


siderable magnitude, and other manufacturies 


which provide employment for thousands of people 
under normal conditions. The Missouri sweeps down 
majestically through the hills to add color to the 
Iowa city's setting. There have been times when 
the people of Lincoln ardently wished they had a 
river of the size of the turbulent Big Muddy, or a 
lake to give that additional touch which only water 
can supply to a community. 


There have been times when the public-spirited, 


civic minded business leaders of Lincoln were dis- 
turbed because of the absence of great flourishing 
organizations of an industrial character—factories, 
belching forth great clouds of smoke: to whose doors 
long lines of men wind each 
morning and 
from 


which, at the close of the day, they leave in the 
evening. 


Lincoln is an attractive city. It possesses advan- 


tages unnoticed and unappreciated by its own peo- 
ple. There was foresight 
hi the street arrange- 


ments In the pioneer days of the Nebraska capital. 
Its streets were given the width necessary both for 
convenience and for beauty. There was profound 
courage and business vision in the. splendid stores 
and shops and in the office buildings which were 
constructed. They reflect fine architectural taste, 
and they bespeak a solid, substantial state of dis- 
criminate and intelligent taste. There is a magni- 
ficent park system in the making—not old nor rep- 
resentative of lavish spending as park systems go- 
but planned and developed so as to reveal the most 
conscientious attention to public business, the most 
scrupulous and honest expenditure of public funds, 
and finally, natural 
advantages and 
beauty un- 


matched In a level plains country. 


The people of Lincoln are interested in their homes, 


although the homing instinct is universal in man- 
kind, and it is not to be believed there is any great- 
er degree of pride or devotion here than elsewhere. 
In all but the strictly industrial regions, there has 
been a tendency among the American people—a most 
desirable and laudable one—to spend large sums for 
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industrial activity here, it should 
be remembered 


that we shall face the task of maintaining a beau- 
tiful city which Is a source of inspiration to those 
who visit it. It means that parks, schools, churches, 
and homes shall be maintained and given the same 
emphasis which always has been placed upon them. 
It means that the cultural tastes, the fine Ideals, 
the expressive spirit of an 
intelligent 
citizenship 


shall continue to be encouraged as they have in the 
past. Frequently we have said that 
cities cannot 


grow permanently by accident. They are the fruits 
of planning, of sacrifice, of public spirited men and 
women. If Lincoln is unusual, it deserves that dis- 
tinction only because its founders and 
those who 


followed after have revealed the traits mentioned. 


ON THE TRAIL OF THE TIGER. 


O 


NCE again Fiorella LaGuardia will attempt to 


twist the tail of the Tammany Tiger, and make 


it purr. 
After a week of hectic battle between the 


various groups opposed to Tammany, LaGuardia 
emerged with the nomination for the mayoralty post 
in place of Major General O'Ryan, an independent 
democrat, who had been brought forth first as the 
ideal candidate of the anti-Tammany forces. But 
O'Ryan did not satisfy 
Samuel 
Seabury, lacking 


some of the fighting elements which LaGuardia pos- 
sesses, and as the moving spirit in the investigation 
which brought about the unseating of Jimmy Walk- 
er, Seabury had his way. 


LaGuardia had his chance once before. In a spec- 


tacular campaign for the mayorship, he unloosened 
plenty of noise, but failed to win enough votes. At 
Washington, where he served in the lower house of 
congress a number of terms, he came into promi- 
nence by his bolt of Hooverism, but that was not 
enough to win him re-election to congress, and he 
went down in the democratic l a n d s l ide last 
November. 


There was one man whom the.fusion forces might 


have picked, who could have given Tammany much 
more to think about. He is Joseph V. McKee, chair- 
man of the board of aldermen, and acting mayor of 
New York City after the Walker retirement. Mc- 
Kee's remarkable program to 
balance the city's 


budget caught the imagination of the business ele- 
ment and the taxpayers, and it is to be recognized 
that he would have commanded a great 
deal of 


strength had he chosen to run. There have been oc- 
casions when a fusion republican 
candidate broke 


Tammany's lines, but it is doubtful that LaGuardia 
will be able to put across the trick. 


COMMUNISTIC GAINS. 


C 


RIES of communistic agitation which arise in 


connection with strikes, rioting, protest actions 


and other disorders are given more credence now 
than they were a few years ago. It would be futile 
;o overlook the fact that communism has gained 
considerable strength in the depression years and 
that "red" agitation is frequently behind disorders. 


This growth of communism, however, is not due to 


increased activity on the part of the Soviet Union 
or its representatives. 
Competent political observers 


are agreed that Stalin has discarded, at least tem- 
porarily, world revolutionary aims of communism. 
He is concerned with. internal problems 
and the 


Russians are not supplying money for agitation in 
other lands. 


The reason why communism has gained more ad- 


herents is not hard to find—it is in the widespread 
unemployment and the lack of funds for relief pur- 
wses in some sections of the country. Communism 
las been embraced by the more radical of the un- 
mployed because it preaches a gospel of action. Most 
of those in this country who are mouting the "red" 
slogans and doctrines have only a vague idea of what 
communism means. Marx, Lenin and Stalin are but 
names to them. The class struggle has no real sig- 
nificance. 


Actually it is not communism that most of the fol- 


lowers of the few "red" leaders are accepting. They 
are giving their support to radicalism in a vicious 
protest against the conditions brought about by the 
depression. 


The method of wiping out communism therefor is 


the destruction of the conditions which have brought 
it about. If the United States can conquer the de- 
pression it need not fear the red menace.

Nobody had any- 
thing and everybody felt equal and things were kept 
going.

But poor Stalin had better retire now while he can 
still turn article writer like the rest of the has-beens, 
if he's going to turn those equal-rights people loose 
on a bunch of cars. 


SAFETY IN ATE TRAVEL. 


*W<HE successful emergency landing of a large air 
M liner in one of Detroit's streets without serious 
injury to any of the seven passengers or the pilot, 
although the machine itself was badly damaged, em- 
phasizes the great progress that has been made in 
making commercial flying virtually as safe as trav- 
eling either by rail or on the public highways. 


A few years ago such an accident, due in this in- 


stance to one of the motors going dead shortly after 
the takeoff, would undoubtedly have had fatal re- 
sults to several of those aboard the ship. But so 
many devices for control in -the air and for reach- 
ing the ground safely have been perfected that the 
skill of the operator averted such an unhappy finale.

Professor Edwin Knox Mitch- 
ell, of Hartford Seminary, made an 
able plea for such a combination in 
a recent letter appearing 
press. 
in the 


In that letter he asked if the time 
had not come when the larger Pro- 
testant denominations mentioned in 
your question could at least come 
together in a general council un- 
der the title of the United Church 
of Christ, and leave the future de- 
velopments of their contact to the 


great Head of the 
Church. Dr. 


Mitchell further remarked that this 
free and voluntary association was 
far more in harmony with 
the 


spirit an dteaching of the religion 
of Christ than a formal legal or- 
ganization would be. 
I thoroughly agree with the pro- 


fessor's general position, and call 
attention to the fact that the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ 
in America has been acting upon 
the principle he states for the last 
twenty years. But what some con- 
vincel sectarians and the Anglo- 
Catholic group would have to say 
about it is another matter. Yet 
so much is fairly sure, that 50 per 
cent of the people of our country 
have no apparent interest in 
the 


denominations now existing, and a 
large percentage of their members 
are not conspicluous for their loy- 
alty. Plainly an affiliation which 
preserves the freedom of believers, 
and at the same time mobolizes 
their spiritual forces, is the task of 
Christian statesmanship today.

Jeopardized by Bids 


To Turn "Pro." 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8— (/P) —The 
amateur status of Ellsworth Vines, 
national tennis champion, is under 
investigation as a result of wide- 
spread published reports linking his 
name with professional offers, Louis 
J. Carruthers, chairman of the ama- 
teur rule committee of the United 
States Lawn Tennis association, told 
the Associated Press today. 
Carruthers made it plain that no 
action had yet been taken by his 
committee and that none would be 
taken until he ascertained "all the 
facts" in connection with the much- 
discussed intention of Vine-! to for- 
sake amateur ranks after the close 
of the 1933 season. He explained the 
situation as follows: 
Plans Thorough Probe. 
"We have the situation with re- 
spect to Vines under very serious 
consideration. I have read all the 
newspaper comment about profes- 
sional proposals and so-called offers. 
I have also obtained other informa- 
tion on the subject and the ama- 
teur rule committee will make 
a 
thorough investigation. 
"So far as I know, Vines is the 
only American player whoss name 
has been associated with these stor- 
ies and offers. Naturallv. we are not 
concerned with what Henri Cochet 
or any other foreign players do. Un- 
til we have all the facts and a clear 
picture of just what the situation is. 
I cannot venture any statement as 
to what action, if any, may be justi- 
fied."

Attention of Nebraska citizens Is 


directed by Governor Bryan to an 
important bearing on a proposed 
code

marketing agreements for ihs sugar 


. industry which is to be held August 
16 at Washington by the federal 
department 
of agriculture, and 
which vitally concerns the interests 


j of beet growers in this and other 
states. 


A telegram from the department 
to Mr. Bryan said this hearing has 
been set particularly for sugar beet 
and cane producers in the United 
States, as distinguished from grow- 
ers and processors of cane sugar in 
its insular possessions and Cuba. 
It will Eire them a chance to pre- 
sent argnments against any restric- 
tion of acreare for sugar crop; 
within the continental area. The 
domestic industry objects to bting 
put under such limitation, in view 
of the fact that only one-fourth of 
the sugar annually consumed in this 
country is home-produced, and that 
there is no domestic surpius problem 
to be dealt with in that commodity. 
Governor Bryan is sympathetic w 
the insistence of beet growers upon 
being given a free hand in supplying 
the American market so lar as they 
can. The beet sugar companies are 
also supporting the position taken 
by the growers through their as- 
sociations. 
It is contended that when farmers 
cut down their acreages of wheat 
and corn in pursuance of the gov- 
ernment's plan to abolish excessive 
production, they must have some- 
thing else to turn to. Sugar beets 
do not come into competition with 
any other cron except cane, which 
is not grown commercially in Ne- 
braska. Most cane sugar is pro- 
duced in tropical regions with labor 
that costs the Towers and manu- 
facturers only a few cents psr day i 
for each worker. 


Governor Bryan said it is import- ; 
ant that Nebraska shall be adequ- ; 
ately represented at the Washing- ] 
ton hearing, and he hopes the na- i 
tional code will be so frained as '. 
not to cenv the beet sugar industry ' 
a fair chance in the domestic 
market..

Tnis compares with 103 larms 
under quarantine a year ago at trie 
same date. At this tim2 in 1932 
anthrax cases were beine reported 
daily and 222 premises were under 
quarantine by the middle of Sep- 
tember. 
Livestock deaths this year nave 


totaled 109 as compared to 583 at 
the same time in 1932. There are 
now 1.114 head of livestock under' 
quarantine, while there were 4,012 
quarantined a year ago.

Anthrax also appears to go m 
cycles, according to the veterinar- 
ian. The disease is believed to ex- 
tend back to the time when buffa- 
loes roameu the prairies, the spores 
of it living in the partially buried 
remains of the bison to crop out 
many years later. 


Two veterinarians have been sta- 


tioned in the northeast 
counties 


where the disease is the worst. Dr. 
J. D. Kopp is at Chadron, however, 
at the present time, following an 
outbreak there. Dr. C. G. Crum- 
packsr is located at Crofton. The 
state has been furnishing the vac- 
cine for infected nerds in some 
cases this year.
